I be Queen oi England, in order to 
nut an end to i lit miannderataiidinga which 
Lire occurred in lliia country, chose, as 
you alt know, an officer to come out hen 
to settle all these qoeationa. 

II r. Spain baring the Queen's confi- 
dence came out bar* to settle these diffi- 
culties which ban troubled us so long. 
Mr. Spain has also my approval for the 
extreme impartiality and ftithiulneit with 
which he bat goat into all these diffieuluet, 
and he ha* roT eoofidenoe in the imptr- 
litlily of bit future proceedings, 

Tlie Commisaisater bait in 
ease of Ta Aro partieolMly, and . _ 
has iuvealigated (he subject on your behalf, 
ami tits communicated to Mr. Spain what 
amount of compensation ought to be paid 
in certain portions to yon.

I wish you to understand this, that then 
may be no more donbts or mistake* about 
the land Dear Te Aro, which yon will thus 



t will never, so far at 1 can prevent it, 
allow my countrymen to do you any in- 
justice, nor you ta injur* them. 

My special duty is to put an end aa 
much u possible to all jealousies „,d dis- 
agreements between ns, and on thi* occa- 
sion I wish you, If than be any difference 
of opinion among yourselves about this 
payment, to discuss it deliberately, and 
quietly now, that then may be no doubt 
in futun.

which it was clearly exrirrtitrd that tlie 
payment about to lie made was final, and 
in absolute satisfaction of all their claims 
to land in Port Nicholson and the neigh- 
bourhood, their pahs, cultivations, burin! 
placet, and (he native reserves excepted. 

Mr. Clarke said, " you must distinctly 
understand, that this is a final settlement 
of all your chums, for all your lands, and 
that it includes your interrii* in ill the 
places which I shall now enumerate. (Mr. 
Clsike then read the schedule attached to 
the document.) After it had been read, 
Te A wit ii requested that it might be read 
twice over, which waa done. Mr, Clarke 
Continued—" 1 do not say {hat yon are to 
aell all these places, because some of them 
belong to others, but all your intern* 
in any ot these purees." A native replied, 
11 Are we to have no cultivations in Port 
Nicholson? 1 * Mr. Clarke answered, (t I 
have already told rou that your cultiva- 
tions arc excepted. 1 ' Mr. Spain requested 
Mr. Clarke to ask them if they dearly 
•understood the lands they wen selling. 
Mr, Clarke did so, and added, " 1 am now 
asking you, the natives of Te Aro, not 
other Retires, are ynu satisfied, and do you 
uudrrstattd that this payment is for all 
your lands t" Upon this then was a ge- 
neral excitement, many of the natives pre- 
sent calling out iu their usual violent man- 
ner, joined by several women it the lower 
end nl the room — " Is this the payment for 
our land ? No, no I vre will not hare it i 
cau we live upon cultivations and sacred 
places alone .' No, we will not agree to 
it." For some little time confusion pre- 
vailed : at length Pars i rote, and souks to 

'• My heart it pained on account of my 
land i I am an inheritor nf this land, this 
land it my source of life ; I thai) net be 
tatitfied with tliit (taking up a shilling), 
thi* it the price of a loaf of bread . sn 
get thin in payment for a bundle of this- 
tles ; I will riot have it ; 1 am glad we 
have seen it, Pomare and the rest of us. 
Take your money, we will not have it, we 
return it to you." After he had con- 
tinued for some length in the aame strain, 
Mr. Clarke aaid, " Well, if you are de- 
termined not to hire it, 1 can say no 
more. 

Mohi then rote and aaid, " Who wit 
atjrr* to this f No, keep your money, I 
will not agree to it , let your thoughts be 
straight slid fair . we are Christians and 
will not be deceived ^ 1 will not touch 
your money, it may remain there, and I 
will remain here . this is sacred land, and 
therefore the payment must be great i 
I had nothing of the former payment, 
and will have nothing to do stub this; 
let your payment be straight, and then we 
will talk to you. Where it your gold, why 
do you withhold it { and when an JOtW 
horses, your cows, and all your other tre»» 
tore* '.' If 1 take this money it will toon 
be gone, but the land will remain srith you 
for ever , fetch some more monev, feteb. 
some more money — five bag*— aad° then 1 
will talk to you. Governor, let your 
thoughts be straight — you an appointed 
tn settle all our diaputes ; you an on earth, 
Jpsira Christ is in heaven, therefore let 
your thoughts be just, for 1 cannot agree 
to this. Wliti art we to do, are sn to tut 
entirely, as we nguat do if you take ill oar 
land** No ; it is said, " the meats for the 
belly, and the belly for the meats ;" there- 
fore 1 say go and fetch some men pay- 
ment, or else when you go to Kunui Tor o, 
Fipitea, or to Te Hauparaha, they wiU all do 
the same, and nfuae to aoceiit your pay- 
ment ; Warepori aud Epuni bad muskets 
and double-barrelled gnus, and now you 
offer us shillings I 

1 will not cease to cry about my land I 
Let your payment be so gnat that we may 
distribute it about, and give trtn our dogs 
their share; but if we take this that you 
now offer, we shall hare nothing to gin, 
either lo our women or to our children." 
Another aaid, "George Clarke, look nl 
this payment, look at your deed. 1 know 
your heart it dark search ymtr heart for 
the justice of this payment : let your pay- 
ment be great, and then we shall let the 
land go cheerfully : we shall strive about 
it to-day, to-rtiomiw, and the neat day, 
and then we shrill not agree* tWernor, 
do not let your ship go, but stop and 
listen to our strife about our lands. 1 say, 
fetch some bags of gold, and pour (hem 
out upon the lop of this silver ; let tome 
horses also be included in the payment," 

Another said — Listen Governor and Mr. 
Ironside (the resident Wesley an mit- 
sionary, who was prevent,) the land ia out 
life, by it we Jive and are enabled to be- 
lieve in Christianity ; but if we give it up, 
what an ive to do ' We have teen ex- 
am plea where others have given up their 
lands, and what hat become of them? 
Therefore, I tay, fetch some more pay- 
ment. Ten rails of tobacco and some 
suks of guns, that nil oar people may 
share in it. Parti again addressed the 
meeting to the same effect, exclaiming — 
New Zealand is gone ! New Zealand ia 
lost I therefore let your p*yment be pest. 
Severn I others followed, using very violent 
language, so that it became necessary in 
one or two instances to caution then, to b* 
more respectful. The Bee. S. Ironside 
then rose ami said, "Friend*, we in 
getting wrong, we are strong wrong 
towards the Governor. We have heard 
the words of the Governor, they are 
good : do not then give him an oc- 
casion to be sorrowful. Some time I 
your cry wet— 'our pahs will be taken 
Europeani;' but now they an secure. 
'Our cujijratiout will be taken by the 
Europeans ' but now they an safe. ' Our 
burial placet will be desecrated by the 
European* ;' but now they art tarred 
Therefore , I say, we ire wrong. Yon 
talk about money— what is money ? What 
it money compared to Christianity and 
peace ! What shall it profit * man if he 
gain the whole world, and lose hi* own 
soul I Suppose that you had to much 
money that you could tread it under feet 
and scatter it about , what would it profit you 
if you lost your Christianity t And what 
will be the result if you continue to refuse 
this payment ; 1 shall not appron of your 
conduct. The Governor will go and leave 



end disturbances, listen, to me jc self- 
deceiving people, 1 will talk lo you. I 
will commence from my first arrival 

here. You then told me to get s r 

payment for your land | you requested 
mete , obtain for you justice , you told 
me of the lands which had been taken 
possession of by the Europeans, but whirh 
you had never sold, You said, 'if we 
could only aay that we had sold end re- 
ceived a payment for our lauds we should 
bt tatitfied, even if every man thould hui 
receive a broken pipe.' Three years have 
I now been striving and seeking justice for 
you, aud hen it LV; ami what if I should 
tay that your |>av men t is to be only one 
■billing for each. Thst i* quite tulTicieat, 
because you have acknowledged the 
justice ot niy deciaion. If you will not 
receive this, I cannot help it. It you refuse 
this, 1 shall offer you nothing further. S'ou 
talk about the payment that Wertpori and 
Epuui received ; but what wis theirs com- 
pared to this T— it was not equal lo one 
part of (his heap. I* this place (Te Aro) 
• bind of Chief* ! is it the land of your 
forefathers | is it the huria! place of your 
ancestort that you talk to largely about it [ 
No, it is not, it is a conquered land | you 
an of small consequence. Thereliite, I 
aay, you are wrong ; ynn have not said one 
good word, you are traducing our motives j 
and I conclude by telling you that if you 
do not like to take this, I ran give nothing 
without doing injustice to the other 
and Colonel Wakefield. 



Parts again made a few comments upon 
this speech, but of *n irrelevant character. 

Mr. Forsaith then rose snd said — I will 
alto tpeak * word, tlthough 1 am a stranger, 
and but lately come amongat you. You are 
crying about your lauds, but I say trehave 
cause to cry because of your improper con- 
duct . Ilienfon let us cry together. It this 
a proper manner for Ihoac who have heard 
the go«pel and professed Christianity to 
settle their disputes f No I it. might do 
very snll if you wen all hettlitna ; but for 
yuu it ii wrong, Terr very wrong. Some 
of yon have been talking tbnut the scrip- 
tures i but I want to know in which book 
you find a warrant for behaviour like this. 
Iroes Matthew, Mark, Luke, or Johu, ap. 
prove of conduct tike this ? Oh, no! You 
know they do not ; youknow it it not right j 
and therefore 1 tay, we have greater 
to cry than you have. 

You have aaid a great deal aboul your 
laud being taken away, but I tell you it is 

Sue already ! you yourselves have sold U 
ig ago to Mr. Ilobbs and Mr. Bum by, 
although the sale was never completed. 
Why, then, do yon resist our attempts to 
settle the payment of your land I Sup- 
posing Mr. Ilobbs anil Mr. Bumby liad 
eotnnlesad their purchase, do you think 
their payment would have been equal to 
this T Yon know it would not. It not 
the table laden with money, and yet yon 
an not satisfied . One, two, three, and 
four yean hat this question been agitating, 
and Mr. Spain and Mr. Clarke have uvea 
working hard to effect this settlement, 
and you now treat their offen with con- 
tempt, and render null sll their labours. 
1 tell you your conduct ia bad in the 
extreme. We hate given ynu nothing 
but good and kind words ; therefore, I 
say, let us have the aame in return from 
ynn. 

Te Ten rose to reply, and mid — I slso 
will apeak to you (tit. Fonailh.l Some 
things you have said may be true, but soma 
are wrong. You talk about our being 
Christian rntina : Yes, 'tis true, but will 
our Christianity alone support our lives* or 
fill our bellies: We mutt hate our land, 
or an adequate payment for it. Land it 
the source from whirl, we derive our 
nourishment and support ; and if you take 
that, Cbriatianrty will not eopplv it* place. 
The nib re, I say, if you take thi laud, let 
your payment he euutl lo it in Tslue, 

Several natives fallowed in succession, 
tpeskirbj mnch to the same purport, but 
evidently moch man reasonable and 
subdued in their tone. One of them 
hinting, that if all the money then spread 
out baftl n them, waa to be appropriated 
to the natives of Te Aro, it might be more 
probable that they should agree to it. 

Mr, Clarke said. I have already told you 
that it ia for the native* of Te Aro only. 

A young man then got up and said- 
Take the land. Take the land. Take it

The nil it obtained from the seed hy 
either builing nr pressure, The former 
method was generally used until lately, 
and was pert'ormed hy tying up the seeds, 
previously deeiirticated and bruised in t 
nag, winch was suaprnded in boiling 
vestee until ihe oil waa cxlr acted and rote 
to Ihe slitlace, wlil'n il was tkimnied off. 
As, however, tha oil thus obtained is apt 
til uet raucid, it ia now generally procured 
In subjecting the seeds to Ihe preas. The 
nil procured is rtpial to one-fourth of Ihe 
weight oi the seevl, 

It would, howevir, probably be advisa- 
ble to seud the seeds home in their natural 
state, instead of incurring the expense and 
risk of procuring oil from litem here, a* 
there it cnusidef able art in tlie prucesr.
